The poor of your town have cost you more than last year, 
owing to the hard times and many being sick and under the doc- 
tor s care a great part of the time. There have been two deaths, 
one more than last year, Mrs. Carney, who died with consump- 
tion being entirely helpless for a long time, and Georgie Noyes, 
who died of membraneous croup. At the present time there are 
two families under the doctor’s care, C. O. Sumner’s and Annie 
Hulett, who has diabetes and is entirely helpless. There is also 
George Noyes who was arrested by the State, adding a family of 
six to the Town Poor, making a bill of over one hundred and 
sixty dollars, which should be paid by the State if our laws were 
what they should be.
